PUSHING PROHIBITION 

In less than three years ending April 30, 1924, 110,071 pro- 
hibition cases were terminated in the leferadl courts with a total of 
85°598 convictions. The quality were punished by fines that aggre- 
gated $15,000,000 and jail terms aggregating more than (000 
years. The cases completed are within 4208 of the cases instituted. 
The record expedition of trials was made possible by the layoy- 
able action of the present administration on the petition for new 
judges. Jt was shown when the petition was made that 140, 000 
cases were pending and more were being filed at a rate that was 
steadily growing faster than the rate of disposal. 


Twenty-five new federal judges were named and then the 
mills of justice that had been slowly choking began to hum. 

With the leaders of politics partisanship is based on plulosophy ; 
with the rank and file, habit is the more important factor. Only 
in times of great upheaval is the habit overturned, and afterward, 
it is always easy to re-establish it. 

The evolution of a political party is slow*in this nation, where 
in a great reach of country there are thousands of basic political 
units 1 in the counties to be firmly established before a national party 
can function. Combaing the tendency, toward a more leftward 
political movement is the natural conservation of the American 
people, which expresses itself in a strong but undramatic pressure 
for the two-party system. The condition of political affairs that |! 
has obtained in the United States for many decades is such that the 
established parties alter slowly with the increasing education and 
political consciousness of the whole people. The function of the 
group bloc’ with its economic origin and motive, is oblique, but 
bears gradually on the established parties. 

The outward manifestation of political evolution is in the 
‘altering issues. The political issue is the cause rather than the 
veffect of political evolution.” An issue aside from the makeshift 
Waneeahich parties and candidates attempt to create for their own 
temporary benefit, is the result of slowly accumulating public opinion 
based on economic conditions. Thus, the need for a change i in our 
transportation law would necessarily be created by changing public 
opinion and not by the demagogery of a candidate. 

False issues grow on pglitical campaigns like parasites , 
sometimes assume the appearance of reality and importance. 
is the happy function of candidates like Coolidge and Dawes to 
prune false issues away from the political tree and leave the limbs 
and trunk visible in their pristine strength and beauty.

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Sanders Will Make 
Sarvey of Folsom 
| n Legion Campaign

Half Sanders, Richmond attorney 
and chairman of the prison survey 


committee of the American legion, 
will make another trip to San Quen- 
tin prison during this week, to carry 
on the committee’s work for 
veterans now imprisoned. Ex-service 
men in San Quentin number 727. 
nearly 30 per cent of the total prison 
population, and American legion of- 
ficals believe that a part, at least, 
of the men can be aided to become 
self-supporting and respected 
zens, 

The committee's efforts have been 
siven chiefly to obtaining hospital 
service for the veterans, 
found to deserve medical at*ention 
rather than confinement. A thorough 
investigation is made of ench case 
before making recommendation, and 
the committee deserves praise for 
its service. The work of the com- 
mitee jis done without 
the capital for it work is limited 

Work for the disabled veterans of 
this sort was first done in Wiscon- 
sin and Canada. In Wisconsin the 
American Legion committee appointed 
there accomplished a great deal of 
good for the soldiers who were tn 
prison. The work in Wisconsin was 
done at a total cost of $200. 

Sanders, when he first began the 
work, wrote to Governor Richard- 
son and the state board of control. 
outlining the program contemplated 
Sanders states that the state boara 
of control and the wardens at Fol- 
som and San Quentin have given 
him all possible cooperation. 

Of the 727 ex-service men’ in San 
Quentin, 114 are imprisoned for rob- 
bery, 54 for forgery, 117 for burg- 
lary and 22 for murder in the first 
degree. Students of the problems 
of the returned soldier and officials 
of the American Legion are agreed 
that many of these men are de- 
serving of medical attention and that 
with proper care and help they can 
rehabilitated for successful, hon- 
orable lives. 

An outstanding case, described by 
Sanders, was that of a young III- 
inois boy, who enlisted under an 
assumed name at the age-of 20, in 
his home state. During the war he 
was gassed, and when the armis- 
tice came he was given his discharze 
with good -character retommenda- 
tions, When the young soldier re- 
turned to the United States he was 
unable to find work and found it 
hard to. settle down. His brief 
career as a criminal was ended by 
his arrest in California. He is now 
serving a term ’of. seven years in 
San Quentin. The boy, in a letter 
to Sanders, describes his plight and 
his thoughts now that realizes 
his mistakes. He is too proud to 
let his parents know about his im- 
prisonment. The committee will 
make a mare complete investigation
